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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


- .. This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1949, 

and is a part of the hepewe of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

Four schools, two ahi one teacher, one with two teach- 
ers, and one with three teachers, were maintained: for 
thirty-five weeks. . The average number of pupils enrolled 
was 1388, and the average daily attendance was 124.87. Tui- 
tions were paid for two elementary school pupils and twelve 
high school pupils. The average cost per. pupil was, for 
elementary schools.$142.09, and for high school $125. Thir- 
teen elementary school pupils were transported at an aver- 
age cost of $62.62. 

The total number of different. elementary school pupils 
enrolled was 143. Of this number, 116 were promoted one 
school grade, nine were promoted conditionally, seven were 
not promoted, nine were transferred to other schools out- 
side of the town, and two dropped out of school. The num- 
ber of children with physical defects reported by teachers 
were: hearing seven, and vision 22. Corrections reported 
were: hearing two, and vision ten. The number immuniz- 
ed were: from smallpox six, from diphtheria 14, and from 
tetanus 14. Thirteen pupils or 9.9% were above the nor- 
mal age for their grade in school. 

New approved fiuorescent lights of the most modern 
type were installed in the Village and Old City schools. Ap- 
preciation is expressed to Joseph Maclay for his generosity 
in supplying fixtures, wiring and the work of installation 
at no profit or advantage to himself. 

The State Department of Education has required every 
town and school district in the state to supply information 
as of Jan. 1, 1950, regarding its present school building 
needs and those that are anticipated during the next twelve 
years. The purpose of this study is to (1) determine the 
state-wide extent of new school building construction re- 
quired to care for increased enrollments and (2) determine 
the extent to which state and federal resources would be 
required to aid local communities in necessary construction. 

The facts from the Strafford study just completed are: 
(1) the present school buildings are adequate for the next 
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two or three years, if the present transportation arrange- 
ment between the villages is continued, (2) by 1955 the 
school at South Strafford will become very much overcrowd- 
ed and some of the grades will almost certainly need to be 
again divided, requiring one grade per teacher; two addi- 
tional classrooms will be needed, and (3) if the present rate 
of birth and employment conditions continue for four more 
years, the schedule for additional classrooms needed is as 
follows: by 1953-55 — one classroom; by 1955-56 — two 
classrooms; by 1957-58 — three classrooms; and by 1959-60 
— four classrooms. The school would be organized with 
one grade per teacher, and the Millers Pond and Old City 
pts would have their capacity enrollment of 25 pupils 
each. 7 

I am grateful to the school directors, parents, teachers, 
community. organizations and townspeople for their sup- 
port.

In accordance with established custom, we are pre- 
senting a summary of State assistance payments during 
1949 to individuals applying from Strafford. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and 
Federal sources except. Aid to Dependent Children in which 
the town or city participates to the extent of 1214% and 
Committed Children for whom the municipality reimburses 
the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all programs 
reflects to a large degree the economic consequences of the 
devaluation of the American Dollar in terms of purchasing 
power and its effect on savings and investments. 


Approximately 80% of all welfare and assistance in 
Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont has propor- 
tionately fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller aver- 
age payments than the National average. Over 95 cents 
out of each public assistance dollar is paid to recipients 
and less than 5 cents is used for administration. No other 
State has a better record.
